Ev en 
when, as in the case o f British philo so pher Bertrand Russel, what 


th e y say do es n<U really serv e the cause o f liberty v ery well. 
One canno t at this distance questio n the sincerity o f Lo rd Russell's 
dedicatio n to peace. 
One can. ho wev er, questio n the reaso ning he emplo y s in pursuit 
o f that wo rthy go al. 
It leads Russell to describe as “ American militarism" the stiff 
measures President Kennedy dev ised to press fo r the remo v al o f 
threatening nuclear missile bases emplaced by Russia In Cuba. 
Bv the same to ken, it leads the elderly Brito n to say to So v iet 
Premier Khrushchev that “ mankind o wes him a pro fo und debt fo r his 
cnuraee and determinatio n to present war’’ bv agreeing to dismantle 
his Cuban bases. 
Russell, o f co urse, is no t simply a pcace-seeker but a pacifist. 
This perhaps assured that he wo uld be disturbed at Kennedy 's impo si­ 
tio n o f a blo ckade and pleased at Khrushchev 's “ peaceable" actio n in 
pro mising to destro y his bases. 
It do es no t ex plain why Russell co uld muster no o utrage at the 
fact Khrushchev put the bases in Cuba in the first place. 
If he believ es these were a “ just balance" fo r o ur pure!} defensiv e 
NATI) bases in o ther lands, then he has spent all to o little o f his think­ 
ing time in analy zing the realities o f the wo rld po wer struggle. 
We did no t mo v e to ring Russia with NATO bases until this clearly 
became necessary to pre\ent the Kremlin fro m walking o v er ev ery 
free natio n within its range. These bases—and o ur lo ng-range nuclear 
strike po wer—pro duce the equilibrium which ho lds o ff So v iet aggres­ 
sio n at all the majo r pressure po ints.

No thing is easier in this wo rld than to stand o n a bo x and sho ut: 
“ Disarm:** 
What we need, as a thinking Russel! o ught to grasp, are men who 
will no t waste their energies pro claiming the go al but address them­ 
selv es instead to the 
co mplex , ago nizing, endless task o f building a 
basic, enduring sense o f trust in a no w div ided wo rld. 
When that is do ne there will be no need to pro claim the o bjectiv e. 
It will be readily realized. It is no t to o late ev en fo r the aged, mis­ 
guided Lo rd Russell to begin this hard quest.

It Was Catch- 
As-Catch-Can 
Electio n Year

WASHINGTON ( I P) 
— This was a catch-as-catch-can 
electio n. 
It sho wed no sign o f any real change in the natio nal 
mo o d. But it did rev eal a lo t o f disco ntent amo ng v o ters 
to ward their state parties o r indiv iduals. 
Nor cou ld President Kennedy or 
former President Eisenhower claim 
! any infallible political mag ic. Both 
campaig ned for their party candi­ 
dates in a nu mber of states. In some 
their side won, in some it lost. 
The national mood was ex pressed 
in 1960 when the Democrats were 
g iv en control of the federal g ov ern­ 
ment. Voters cou ld hav e swept them 
ou t Tu esday , if they were dissatisfied, 
and g iv en the Repu blicans control of 
Cong ress. 
This didn’t happen. 
The Democrats went into this elec­ 
tion with hu g e majorities in Hou se 
and Senate. And, ju st as predicted. 
when the election was ov er they still 
I retained them. 


Reason Clear 
The reason was pretty clear. In 
this campaig n there was no real issu e 
div iding the cou nty or compelling the 
v oters to seek a new national direc­ 


tion. This mu ch was probably g ood 
news for Kennedy . 


Bu t it won t make his task of try ­ 
ing to g et Cong ress to accept his 
domestic prog rams any easier. The 
Democratic-ru n Cong ress was con­ 
serv ativ e before the election. It re­ 
mains so becau se the chang es there 
were so few. 
It was in the states that the dis­ 
content and u psets showed. 
They 
were most startling in those rock- 
ribbed Repu blican states of Vermont 
and New Hampshire where Demo­ 
crats, for the first time in g enera­ 
tions, were elected g ov ernors. 
In Vermont it was Phillip H. Hoff, 
the first Democrat sent to the state 
hou se in 108 y ears. In New Hamp­ 
shire it was John W. King , the first 
Democrat so chosen in 40 y ears. 
Bu t in Michig an and Oklahoma the 
u psets went the other way .

contrary , there is a center which 
when stimu lated will cau se a sleep­ 
ing anima) to waken. When damag ed 
or destroy ed it will cau se a person 
to g o into a coma from which he 
cannot be arou sed. 


In o rder to sleep it is necessary 
to reduce all ex ternal stimuli such 
as light, so und, and stro ng o do rs 
to a minimum. Yo u must also re­ 
duce mental activ ity to a minimum 
and learn to igno re such stimuli 
as canno t be remo v ed—things like 
passing 
traffic, 
fo gho rns, 
wav es 
beating o n the sho re o r the ticking 
o f a clo ck. So metimes such so unds 
as the ticking o f a clo ck o r the 
patter o r rain o n the ro o f. by 
their 
mo no to ny , 
help 
to induce 
sleep. 


The g reatest barrier to sleep in 
most persons who complain of in­ 
somnia is their attitu de toward the 
loss of sleep. Worry ' abou t the dam ­ 
ag e sleeplessness will do is almost 
a g u arantee of wakefu lness. If y ou 
can cu ltiv ate a dev il-may -care at­ 
titu de 
toward 
y ou r 
insomnia 
y ou 
will hav e it licked. Remember that 
if y ou lie qu ietly y ou can g et u p 
feeling as refreshed as if y ou had 
slept. 
It is ex tremely rare, howev er, to 
g o all nig ht and not sleep a wink— 
as so me perso ns claim to do . Co n­ 


trolled laboratory stu dies hav e shown 
that ev en the person who say s he 
heard the clock strike ev ery hou r 
of the nig ht actu ally g ot some short 
naps in between. 


Two thing s are essential for prop­ 
er rest: You mu st learn to relax 
completely 
and .learn 
to 
ex clu de 
inteinal as well as ex ternal stimu li. 
This means that y ou mu st not let 
the ev ents 
of y esterday nor the 
anticipation 
of 
tomorrow 
rev olv e 
arou nd and arou nd in y ou r head as 
so many people who cannot sleep 
are apt to do. 


Wiping all thou g hts ou t of y ou r 
mind takes practice. 
Many 
impatient 
insomniacs 
will 
try a 
sleeping pill “ to be su re.” 
This cou rse has sev eral disadv ant­ 
ag es. 
The mo st widely used sleeping 
pills co ntain barbiturates which, if 
used regularly , are habit fo rming. 
They sho uld be used o nly as pre­ 
scriber! by a phy sician. Further- j 
mo re if a perso n is v ers impatient 
he will easily be able to keep his 
mind racing e\cn after taking o ne 
pill. This will defeat the purpo se 
o f the pill and will pro mpt him to 
lake ano ther. 
Some persons hav e worked them 
selv es into su ch a state that after 
taking two or three pills they g et 
g rog g y and forg et how many pills 
they hav e taken, and may take the 
rest of the pills in the bottle. This 
is the story behind some so-called 
su icides who left no note and ap­ 
parently 
had 
no 
reason 
to 
take 
their liv es.

SCARBORO — The work of the 
Ev angelical church in Willow Creek 
Township , Lee County , dates back to 
the y ear 1868. Serv ices were conduct­ 
ed in the German language ev ery two 
weeks, rn p riv ate homes. 
In Sep tember 1874 Hie work took on 
a v ery encouraging asp ect; a meet­ 
ing was called to consider the build­ 
ing of a church. John Yetter, William 
Du nkdberger, John Hochstrasser, J. 
L. Lutz and G. Hochstrasser were 
elected to serv e as the building com­ 
mittee. A comer acre of land was 
p urchased from Mr. J. By rd on which 
to erect the church, at the cost of 
$55.
